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Membership  Report 

Active  membership  in  the  Alumni  Association,  which  was  off 
to  a  slower  than  usual  start  this  yc-ar,  has  continued  to  climb  this 
summer,  and  on  August  30  it  was  only  51  behind  the  record  for 
the  same  date  in  1953. 

The  School  of  Medicine  now  has  an  active  membership  of 
23%,  Dentistry  17%,  Pharmacy  18';,  and  Nursing  9%.  Phar- 
macy has  shown  the  greatest  improvement  by  achieving  a  mem- 
bership in  the  first  eight  months  of  1954  which  exceeds  by  2% 
their  record  for  the  entire  year  of  1953.  The  goal  for  this  year 
has  been  set  by  President  J.  Curtis  Nottingham  as  a  10%,  in- 
crease in  membership  in  all  schools. 

Largely  responsible  for  the  increase  in  membership  this  sum- 
mer are  membership  chairmen  H.  Hudnall  Ware,  Jr.  M'24, 
Moffett  H.  Bowman  D'35,  and  George  F.  Hendley  P'18,  and 
their  committees,  who  have  contacted  many  alumni  personally. 

Later  this  fall  active  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  will 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  submit  recommendations  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  nominations  for  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

All  active  members  in  1954  will  receive  a  mail  ballot  soon 
after  the  first  of  the  year,  with  at  least  two  nominations  on  the 
slate  for  each  vacancy. 

Alumni  are  urged  to  become  active  members  in  order  that 
they  may  have  a  voice  in  the  election,  as  well  as  a  share  in  the 
Association's  activities.

The  Cover 

During  recent  years  no  scene  has  been  more  familiar  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  than  steel  girders  silhouetted  against 
the  sky  as  the  institution  continues  to  expand  its  physical  plant, 
which  already  has  a  replacement  value  of  $20,000,000. 

The  cover  picture  shows  that  construction  is  now  well  under 
way  on  the  new  negro  tuberculosis  and  St.  Philip  North  unit. 
Located  on  Marshall  Street,  it  will  contain  4^10  beds,  including 
a  50-bed  surgical  unit,  200  tuberculosis  .sanatorium  beds,  and 
200  beds  for  the  service  of  medicine,  pediatrics,  and  psychiatr}'. 

A  joint  project  with  the  State  Health  Department,  this  hospital 
has  been  named  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  Ennion  G.  Williams, 
who  was  for  many  years  director  of  the  Virginia  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

Alterations  are  also  being  made  to  McGuire  Hall  which  will 
relieve  crowded  conditions  affecting  both  faculty  and  students 
in  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  Space  will  also  be  provided  for  new 
work  to  be  offered  in  the  School  of  Nursing.  It  will  also  make 
it  possible  to  move  instruction  in  organic  chemistry  out  of  the 
biochemistry  laboratories,  thereby  enabling  more  dental  and 
medical  students  to  receive  instruction  in  biochemistry.  A  mod- 
erate amount  of  space  will  he  provided  for  research  and  grad- 
uate instruction   in   pliarmat\'  .nid  pharmaiculical  chemistry.

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The  man  whose  tooth  had  just  been 
pulled,  managed  a  halfway  grin  as  the  den- 
tist held  it  up  for  him  to  see. 

"Doctor,"  he  said,  "take  a  good  look  at 
that  tooth.  You  put  that  gold  filling  in 
for  me  about  40  years  ago.  I  remember 
because  I  remember  counting  the  number 
of  times  you  hit  the  tooth  with  that  little 
hammer  to  drive  the  filling  in.  Seems  now 
that  you  hit  it  a  thousand  times." 

Dr.  Paul  E.  Jones  did  take  a  look  at  the 
tooth  and  the  filling.  In  fact,  he  still  has 
it,  filed  away  as  a  memento  of  his  early 
days  as  a  dentist  to  his  native  Pitt  County. 
And,  he  had  put  in  that  filling  40  years 
before,  for  he  has  been  practicing  in  Farm- 
ville  now  for  44  years. 

When  Paul  Erastus  Jones  came  back  to 
Pitt  County  in  November  of  1910  to  open 
his  office  as  a  dentist,  he  was  coming  back 
home.  For,  he  was  born  in  Pitt,  on  a  farm 
near  Bethel,  on  April  9,  1890,  into  a 
family  which  had  been  in  that  section  of 
North  Carolina  for  many  years  then. 

The  Jones  farm  wasn't  limited  to  tobac- 
co. It  also  grew  cotton,  corn  and  potatoes. 

All  the  children,  as  was  customary  in 
those  days,  had  to  pitch  in  on  the  farm 
work,  especially  during  the  summer 
months  when  school  wasn't  in  session.  But, 
when  school  opened,  the  matter  of  an  edu- 
cation for  the  children  became  paramount, 
as  both  parents  were  firm  in  their  belief 
that  the  children  must  be  educated. 

Dr.  Jones  got  his  early  schooling  in  a 
one-teadier  school  in  his  home  community. 
That  school  operated  only  three  or  four 
months  a  year.   There  was  no  high  school

in  the  country  near  his  home,  so  he  was 
sent  to  high  school  in  Bethel,  graduating 
from  there  in  1907. 

He  feels  now  that  the  suff^erings  his 
mother  had  with  tooth  trouble  was  the 
chief  factor  which  led  him  into  dentistry 
as  a  profession.  The  elder  Mrs.  Jones  had 
a  great  deal  of  dental  trouble,  and  the 
nearest  dentist  in  those  days  was  in  either 
Tarboro  or  Greenville. 

Dr.  Jones  remembers  that  his  parents 
would  leave  home  early  in  the  morning 
in  a  horse  and  buggy  to  take  her  to  a  den- 
tist. They'd  return  late  that  night,  and 
for  days  his  mother  would  have  to  suffer 
because  it  was  impossible  for  her  to  get 
back  to  a  dentist  without  trouble. 

Her  experiences  convinced  him  that 
there  was  an  opportunity  for  a  dentist  in 
that  section,  and  a  great  field  for  service 
to  the  people. 

After  finishing  high  school  in  1907, 
young  Jones  went  to  Richmond  College 
for  a  short  time,  then  entered  University 
College  of  Medicine  for  the  study  of  den- 
tistry. The  University  College  of  Medicine 
later  merged  into  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia. 

He  got  his  D.D.S.  degree  there  in  June, 
1910.  That  summer  was  occupied  in  pass- 
ing the  North  Carolina  state  dental  exami- 
nation, and  in  deciding  where  to  locate. 

He  had  wanted  to  return  to  Pitt  County, 
and  had  thought  about  Farmville.  How- 
ever, he  learned  that  another  young  man 
with  a  brand-new  D.D.S.  degree  had  de- 
cided to  go  there  and  had  made  prelimi- 
nary arrangements.    However,  that  young 


man  didn't  pass  the  State  Board  examina- 
tion— and  young  Dr.  Jones  did. 

Then,  William  Moye  Lang  of  Farmville, 
who  later  was  to  become  Dr.  Jones'  father- 
in-law,  sent  word  that  he'd  like  to  see  the 
young  dentist  located  in  Farmville. 

Dr.  Jones  decided  to  give  it  a  try — and 
has  been  practicing  in  Farmville  ever  since 
with  the  exception  of  time  out  for  service 
with  the  Army  during  World  War  I  as  a 
1st  heutenant  in  the  Army  Dental  Corps. 

He  has  any  number  of  second-genera- 
tion patients  now,  and  the  group  of  third- 
generation  patients  is  beginning  to  in- 
crease. 

He  still  classes  himself  as  a  country  den- 
tist. He  outlines  his  philosophy  of  den- 
tistry as: 

"I  don't  know  anything  today  that 
might  not  be  done  in  a  better  way  the 
next  day." 

He  doubts  if  he  does  more  than  a  few 
things  today  as  he  was  taught  in  the  school 
of  dentistry  to  do  them.  Dr.  Jones  cites, 
for  example,  the  great  advances  in  the  use 
of  anaesthetics  which  make  it  possible  for 
dentists  to  give  their  patients  so  much  more 
relief  from  pain. 

He  can  cite,  too,  the  advances  in  the 
types  of  equipment  now  available  to  den- 
tists. When  he  first  started  practicing,  for 
example,  his  drill  was  foot-powered,  and 
he  worked  his  foot  continuously  while 
drilling  into  a  patient's  tooth. 

He  remembers,  too,  that  he'd  absent- 
mindedly  keep  patting  his  foot  at  home 
until  Mrs.  Jones  would  remind  him  that 
he  wasn't  at  the  office  and  that  he  could 
stop  patting  his  foot  if  he  wanted  to. 

Four  years  ago.  Dr.  Jones  built  his  own 
building  in  the  center  of  Farmville. 

His  interest  in  the  profession  of  den- 
tistry hasn't  been  limited  to  his  own  prac- 
tice. As  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  in 
1949,  he  introduced  the  bill  providing  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Scliool  of  Den- 
tistry in  the  University  Medical  School  at 
Chapel  Hill.  He  kept  behind  the  bill 
until  it  was  enacted  into  law,  too. 

Dr.  Jones  has  been  active  in  professional 
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societies,  too.  His  professional  affiliations 
have  included: 

Membership  in  Pitt  County  Medical  and 
Dental  Society,  membership  in  and  secre- 
tary and  president  of  Fifth  District  Dental 
Society,  member  and  president  North  Car- 
olina Dental  Society,  member  American 
Dental  Association  and  served  as  a  dele- 
gate since  1931,  member  of  its  Council 
on  Legislation,  Fellow  American  College 
of  Dentists  and  of  International  College  of 
Dentists,  member  of  North  Carolina  State 
Board  of  Dental  Examiners  from  1938  to 
1947,  vice-president  of  American  Associa- 
tion of  Dental  Examiners  in  1945  and 
president  in  1946. 

Dr.  Jones  has  been  active  in  the  life  of 
Pitt  County,  too.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
County  Board  of  Education  from  1944  to 
1949.  He  was  a  Democratic  precinct  chair- 
man for  a  number  of  years,  and  was  chair- 
man of  the  Pitt  Democratic  Executive 
Committee  for  seven  years.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  State  Democratic  Commit- 
tee since  1945,  and  was  reelected  at  the 
State  convention  here  recently. 

He  first  ran  for  office  in  1948,  when 
he  got  into  a  three-man  primary  race  for 
the  State  Senate  seat  from  Pitt.  He  won 
that   race  in   the  first  primary — and   has 


never  had  opposition  since  that  time.  He 
now  is  the  nominee  for  the  1955  Senate, 
having  served  since  the  1949  session. 

Much  of  his  work  as  a  legislator  has 
been  done  on  the  appropriations  commit- 
tee, on  which  he  has  served  at  each  session. 
He  has  been  especially  interested  in  East 
Carolina  College  at  Greenville,  and  is  an 
ardent  advocate  of  that  institution. 

"You  won't  find  any  ignorant  people  in 
Eastern  North  Carolina  10  years  from 
now,"  he  says  in  summary  of  the  work 
ECC  is  doing. 

Dr.  Jones  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  a  four-year  term  be- 
ginning in  1944.  He  is  now  serving  an 
eight-year  term  as  a  member  of  the  UNC 
Board  of  Trustees. 

He  was  a  director  of  the  Bank  of  Farm- 
ville  from  1921  to  1937,  and  is  a  member 
of  Rotary,  of  the  Farm  Bureau,  the  Ma- 
sons, Knights  Templer,  and  Shrine. 

Dr.  Jones'  first  big  hobby  is  farming, 
and  he  farms  170  acres  of  tobacco  through 
20  tenants.  Most  of  the  tenants  have  been 
with  him  a  long  time,  and  he  now  has 
one  second-generation  tenant.  He  takes  an 
active  interest  in  his  farming  operations, 
visiting  the  farms  frequently. 

He  has  a  four-acre  lake  on  a  farm  near 


Farmville.  All  the  tenants  have  a  right  to 
use  it — and  he  uses  it  a  lot  himself  for  he 
likes  to  fish.  Water  from  the  pond  also  is 
used  for  irrigation  purposes. 

Dr.  Jones  also  likes  to  hunt,  but  says 
with  a  grin  that  he's  afraid  he's  getting 
close  to  retirement  as  a  hunter.  "My  feet 
just  won't  carry  me  that  far  now,"  he  ex- 
plains. But,  he  adds  quickly  that  he  got 
to  go  hunting  several  times  last  season  and 
"killed  five  or  six  birds  right  along." 

Dr.  Jones  was  married  on  October  22, 
1913,  to  Miss  Vernice  Lang,  daughter  of 
William  Moye  Lang  and  Rachel  Phillips 
Lang  of  Farmville.  They  have  two  chil- 
dren, Dr.  Paul  E.  Jones,  Jr.,  an  M.D. 
of  Concord  and  Kannapolis,  and  Mrs. 
Charles  M.  Duke,  wife  of  an  Army  lieu- 
tenant colonel  now  stationed  in  Heidel- 
berg, Germany. 

There  are  two  grandchildren,  Charles 
Marsden  Duke,  Jr.,  and  Allyson  Lang 
Duke. 

Dr.  Jones  still  practices  as  actively  as 
ever.  He  jokingly  tells  friends  that  after 
he  has  been  practicing  for  50  years  that 
he  will  retire.  But,  he  always  adds  quickly: 

"Of  course,  I'm  not.  No  man  is  gomg 
to  join  the  consumers  as  long  as  he  can  stay 
in  the  producers'  class."

Charles  Jackson  Ashby,  who  graduated 
from  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1951,  re- 
ceived a  master  of  science  degree  in  phar- 
maceutical chemistry,  and  Edward  Nelson 
Norris  a  master  of  science  in  physical 
therapy.

Mr.  President  and  members  ot  the 
Alumni  Association: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  have  this  opportunity 
to  bring  you  a  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Alumni  Office  during  the  past  year. 

As  you  know,  the  fiscal  year  for  the 
Alumni  Association  has  been  changed  to 
coincide  with  the  calendar  year.  I  should, 
therefore,  like  to  give  you  a  report  on 
membership  for  1953  and  then  for  the 
first  five  months  of  1954. 

Active  membership  for  the  year  ended 
on  December  31  was  at  the  highest  point 
in  the  Association's  history,  with  1,462 
paying  dues.  This  was  an  increase  of  358 
over  1952.  Medical  alumni  membership 
increased  from  26%  to  30%,  with  Dr. 
Ware  as  chairman.  Dentistry  showed  the 
greatest  improvement  going  from  15%  to 
23%  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  .Moffett 
H.  Bowman,  chairman  and  Dr.  W.  N. 
Hodgkin.  Pharmacy  increased  from  14% 
to  16%  with  G.  F.  Hendley  and  J.  Curtis 
Nottingham  heading  the  effort,  and  nurs- 
ing rose  from  10%  to  11%  with  Miss 
Frances  Gordon  as  chairman. 

It  would  seem  that  the  good  results  of 
the  membership  campaign  and  the  interest 
it  stimulated  can  be  attributed  to  solicita- 
tion by  personal  contact.  The  Alumni  As- 
sociation is  grateful  to  all  who  had  a  part 
in  this  membership  enlistment  program.

and  especially  to  the  chairmen,  who  led 
the  campaigns. 

Receipts  from  memberships  during  1953 
amounted  to  $23,301.00  the  highest  yet 
contributed  and  an  increase  of  $4,467.00 
over  the  previous  year.  This  includes  a 
gift  of  $1,000.00  from  the  A.  H.  Robins 
Co.  and  $1,000.00  from  Dr.  John  W. 
Levis  of  Jacksonville,  Illinois.  These  sub- 
stantial gifts  have  enabled  the  Association 
to  reduce  the  debt  on  the  House  more 
quickly  than  would  otherwise  have  been 
possible  and  have  resulted  in  a  great  sav- 
ing in  the  paying  of  interest. 

Eight  hundred  fifty  alumni  have  paid 
their  dues  during  the  first  five  months  of 
this  year.  Although  this  is  240  behind  the 
record  for  the  same  date  in  1953,  the  only 
concentrated  drive  thus  far  has  been  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Ware  in  Richmond.  The 
dental  alumni, are  just  beginning  a  con- 
centrated effort,  again  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Bowman,  and  Mr.  Hendley  is  plan- 
ning a  drive  among  the  pharmacists.  It 
is  highly  possible  that  this  will  result  in  a 
record  equal  to  or  exceeding  1953. 

During  1953  revenues  from  advertising 
in  the  four  issues  of  The  Scarab  exceeded 
expenses  by  $679.98.  The  Scarab  has  con- 
tinued to  show  a  slight  surplus  in  1954. 
The  publication  of  The  Scarab  is  made 
possible  by  the  advertising.    It  is  hoped 
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that  you  will  express  your  appreciation  to 
the  following  companies  who  advertised 
last  year;

All  of  these  organizations  are  advertis- 
ing again  this  year  except  Powers  &  An- 
derson Surgical  Supply  Co.  It  is  hoped, 
too,  that  you  will  urge  other  companies 
to  use  The  Scarab  for  their  advertising.  It 
has  been  decided  by  the  Board  that  operat- 
ing funds  should  not  be  used  for  the  pub- 
lication of  The  Scarab,  and,  therefore,  in- 
creases in  its  size  and  scope  will  be 
dependent  on  additional  revenue  from  this 
source. 

Profits  from  the  sale  of  trays,  baskets, 
and  plates  amounted  to  $168.00,  and  there 
was  an  inventory  on  December  31  of 
$707.50,  from  which  the  Association  has 
been  realizing  profit  in  1954. 

The  indebtedness  on  the  Alumni  House 
was  reduced  in  1953  from  $20,000.00  to 
$12,000.00,  and  a  further  payment  of 
$3,000.00  was  made  today,  reducing  the 
indebtedness  as  of  now  to  $9,000.00  You 
will  recall  that  this  project  entailed  an 
original  outlay  of  $63,000.00. 

The  basement  of  the  Alumni  House  is 
still  being  rented  to  the  Virginia  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  with  the  upper 
floors  being  occupied  by  the  Kappa  Psi 
Pharmaceutical  fraternity.  Annual  income 
from  rental  is  $3,000.00. 

Since  last  June  regular  chapter  meetings 
have  been  held  in  Philadelphia,  Rich- 
mond, Roanoke.  Norfolk,  and  Washing- 
ton. Each  meeting  had  tlie  largest  attend- 
ance yet  achieved.  In  addition,  the  alumni 
in  the  Petersburg  area  re-organized  after 
not  having  a  meeting  for  ten  years. 

Alumni  meetings  were  also  held  during 
the  conventions  of  the  Medical  Society  of 
N'irginia,  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation, the  West  Virginia  Medical  So- 
ciety, the  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
Society,  and  the  Virginia  State  Dental 
Association.  All  of  these  meetings  were 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  college 
and  the  Alumni  Association.    The  success 


Jack  M.  Enoch  Max  H.  Goodloe 
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of  these  meetings  is  largely  dependent  on 
the  attendance  of  members  of  the  college 
staff.  The  Association  is  also  investigating 
the  possibility  of  making  a  movie  to  tell 
the  story  of  the  college  at  these  meetings. 

We  should  like  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion to  Dr.  Sanger,  the  deans,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Alumni  Association  who 
have  made  these  trips  at  great  personal 
sacrifice.  Development  of  the  alumni  chap- 
ters will  be  of  primary  importance  if  the 
sphere  of  influence  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion and  the  college  is  to  continue  to 
expand. 

As  a  service  to  out-of-town  alumni,  the 
office  is  keeping  a  calendar  of  information 
on  scientific  programs  being  presented  in 
Richmond.  Through  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion an  invitation  has  been  extended  to 
MCV  graduates  to  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  professional  societies  in  this  area,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  alumni  visiting  Richmond 
will  find  this  calendar  of  increasing  value 
in  the  coming  year. 

The  Association  has  continued  to  try  to 
interest  students  in  the  Alumni  organiza- 
tion while  they  are  still  in  school.  In  this 
regard,  the  annual  open  house  for  fresh- 
men was  held  again  during  the  first  week 


of  school  at  the  Alumni  House,  and  the 
senior  classes  were  divided  into  three 
groups  and  were  entertained  at  a  Sunday 
night  buffet  supper  at  the  House.  These 
suppers  were  well  attended  and  seemed  to 
stimulate  interest  on  the  part  of  the  gradu- 
ating classes. 

Probably  the  most  notable  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's activities  this  year  was  its  effort 
to  interpret  the  needs  of  the  college  to 
the  members  of  the  legislature.  Dr.  Donald 
S.  Daniel  and  his  committee,  J.  Curtis 
Nottingham,  Dr.  J.  J.  Stigall,  and  Dr.  E. 
L.  Alexander,  spent  many  hours  studying 
the  budget  requests  of  the  college  with  Dr. 
Sanger  and  General  Tompkins.  Then  they 
personally  contacted  each  member  of  the 
Governor's  Budget  Advisory  Committee 
to  explain  why  these  requests  were  made. 
An  issue  of  The  Scarab  was  devoted  to  an 
analysis  of  the  budget  requests,  and  a  copy 
was  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  legis- 
lature along  with  a  letter  from  Dr.  Shield. 
It  would  seem  that  in  this  area  the  Alumni 
Association  can  become  increasingly  use- 
ful to  the  College. 

There  have  been  three  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  since  last  June,  and 
two  meetings  of  the  executive  committee. 
These  have  been  well  attended,  and  serious 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  prob- 
lems confronting  the  Alumni  Association. 
The  graduates  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  are  fortunate  to  have  the  policies 
of  the  Alumni  Association  in  the  hands 
of  such  men  and  women  as  the  present 
officers  and  members  of  the  Board.  I  feel 
certain  that  I  am  expressing  the  feelings 


of  the  entire  association  in  thanking  the 
president,  Dr.  Shield;  the  secretary.  Dr. 
Simpson;  and  the  treasurer,  Dr.  Haag,  for 
their  efforts  and  leadership  throughout  the 
year.  Regardless  of  anything  that  may  be 
done  at  the  Alumni  Office,  the  success  of 
the  program  depends  on  the  leadership  of 
its  officers.  That  the  high  caliber  will  be 
continued  is  assured  by  the  election  of  Mr. 
Nottingham  to  the  presidency  and  Dr. 
Hodgkin  as  president-elect.  Mr.  Notting- 
ham has  served  as  secretary  and  having  his 
office  in  the  building  has  always  been  on 
hand  to  help  the  staff  with  problems  both 
big  and  small,  and  his  guidance  has  helped 
us  avert  many  mistakes. 

The  Alumni  Association  is  unique  in 
that  some  of  its  most  active  members  are 
its  past  presidents.  During  the  past  year 
Dr.  Daniel  directed  the  time-consuming 
legislative  committee ;  Mr.  Robins  and  Dr. 
Payne  made  speaking  trips;  and  Dr.  Ware 
continued  to  help  in  many  ways,  including 
the  chairmanship  of  the  membership  com- 
mittee for  the  School  of  Medicine. 

This  type  of  interest  as  evidenced  by 
the  past  presidents  by  their  continued  par- 
ticipation in  activities  is  the  same  type  of 
interest  we  are  trying  to  engender  in  all 
alumni,  and  many  have  caught  this  spirit, 
as  demonstrated  by  the  record  attendance 
at  this  Reunion.  Although  great  emphasis 
has  been  placed  on  financial  contributions 
to  the  Alumni  Association,  it  is  only  by 
active  participation  in  the  Association's 
projects  that  the  alumni  can  bring  the  As- 
sociation to  its  ultimate  in  usefulness.

Mr.  President  and  fellow  alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.  It  is  my  hope  that  this  brief  report  will  in  no  way 
overlap  the  other  reports  you  have  heard  or  will  hear  this  after- 
noon. My  first  year  as  secretary  of  your  association  has  been  a 
pleasant  one.  It  has  demonstrated  to  me  the  genuine  interest 
and  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  service  which  prevails  among  the 
officers  of  the  alumni  association.  Under  the  leadership  of  our 
President  Dr.  Shields  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  Miss  Anne 
Skinner  and  her  assistants  your  association  has  grown  tremen- 
dously during  the  past  year  in  membership,  financial  strength, 
usefulness  and  influence.  The  President  of  the  alumni  associa- 
tion is  invited  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
the  college  and  is  urged  to  participate  in  all  discussions.  In 
this  way  the  wishes  and  opinions  of  the  alumni  are  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  College  Board  of  Visitors  which  has  from 
time  to  time  requested  the  advice  and  support  of  our  Board  of 
Trustees.  I  believe  you  will  agree  that  is  a  very  sound  and  help- 
ful arrangement. 

The  fact  that  our  home — The  War  Memorial  Alumni  Building 
will  soon  be  free  of  debt  is  a  source  of  real  gratification  to  all  of 
us.  We  now  owe  $9,000  on  our  building.  The  basement  and 
upper  floors  are  rented  for  $3,000  annually.  If  no  more  payments 
were  made  from  the  general  fund  the  alumni  building  would 
be  paid  for  through  rental  income  in  three  years.  Our  official 
publication.  The  Scarab,  is  self-supporting  through  advertise- 
ments. These  facts  associated  with  our  continued  growth  place 
our  organization  on  a  very  sound  financial  basis. 


During  the  past  year  membership  in 
the  alumni  association  increased  by  358, 
and  we  now  have  a  total  of  1,462  ac- 
tive members.  By  comparison  with  the  average  participation  in 
various  alumni  organizations  similar  to  our  group  throughout  the 
country  we  have  been  told  that  we  have  a  fairly  high  percentage 
membership  in  our  association.

We  do  not  serve  our  own  needs  but  those 
of  the  alumni  and  college.  In  view  of  the  marked  improvement 
in  our  financial  position  and  with  the  increasing  interest  of 
alumni  your  asscKiation  is  now  in  an  excellent  position  to  serve 
in  a  far  broader  measure  the  needs  and  demands  of  the  alumni 
and  the  college.  With  this  thought  in  mind  it  is  suggested  that 
our  officers  give  definite  attention  to  a  long  range  plan  of  broad- 
ening the  activities  of  the  alumni  association  in  the  hope  that  we 
can  better  serve  in  a  more  effective  way,  not  heretofore  financially 
possible,  all  of  our  alumni.

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  1953  the  assets 
of  the  operating  account  were  increased  $1,734.76  and  the  assets 
of  the  building  fund  were  increased  $7,396.00,  a  total  of 
$9,130.76. 

The  first  $10.00  of  each  contribution  deposited  in  the  operat- 
ing account  amounted  to  $13,688.00.  Contributions  above  this 
amount,  which  totalled  $8,633.00,  were  deposited  in  the  building 
fund.  Total  contributions  amounted  to  $22,301.00,  an  increase 
of  $3,467  over  last  year. 

Advertising  revenue  amounted  to  $3,411.58,  while  printing 
costs  were  $2,731.60,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $679.98. 

Sales  of  baskets,  plates,  trays,  and  coca-colas  amounted  to 
$1,048.50,  and  addressing  envelopes  for  outside  firms  has 
brought  in  revenues  of  $168.90. 

Gross  receipts  for  the  operating  fund  were  $23,071.41.  Dis- 
bursements were  $21,336.65,  leaving  an  excess  of  income  over 
expense  of  $1,734.76. 

Receipts  to  the  building  fund  amounted  to  $11,633.00,  includ- 
ing contributions  of  $8,633.00  and  rents  for  $3,000.00.  Expenses 
including  depreciation  amounted  to  $4,237.00,  leaving  an  excess 
of  income  over  expense  of  $7,396.00. 

A  complete  auditor's  report  is  filed  in  the  ofiice  and  is  avail- 
able to  all  alumni  for  inspection.
